STATEMENT ISSU ED 

After the execution, a written 
statement for publication handed by | 
Hauptmann to hjs spiritual advi- 
sors was given to the press. The 
statement, written by the condemn- 
ed man, follows: 

“LT am glad that my life in a 
world that has not always under- 
stood me has ended. Soon I will be 
at home with my Lord and, as I 
love my Lord, 80 I am dying, an 
innocent man. 

“Should, however, my death serve 
the purpose of abolishing capital 
punishment, such puntshment be- 
ing derived at only by circumstan- 
tial evidence, I feel that my death 
will not have been in vain, 

“I am appeased with God. anh | 


“I repeat that I protest my in-! 
nocence of the crime for which I 
was convicted. However, I die with 
no malice or hatred in my heart. 
The love of Christ ‘has filled my 
soul and I am happy with Him.” 

His last request was that his| 
body be cremated. | 
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
